WASHINGTON, Sept. 16—The 
Government yesterday ended all 
emergency restrictions on down 
Payments and years-to-pay for 
new private hoiising, leaving terms 
to be decided by lenders and 
borrowers, operating under per- 
manent state and federal laws. 

The restrictions had been twice 
relaxed since their imposition in 
October 1950. Since June 11 this 
year they have required a down 
payment of 5 per cent on houses 
costing less than $7000, ranging 
up to 40 per cent on houses cost- 
ing more than $25,000. They have 
also allowed no more than 25

FHA, GI Terms Eased. 


* Still remaining are terms and 
conditions for mortgage loans 
guaranteed by the Government 
under Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration and Veterans Administra- 
tion programs. These, which are 
involved in 30 to 40 per cent of 
the new housing built, were some- 
what relaxed yesterday. 
Abolished outright was the 
Federal Reserve Board’s Regula- 
tion X, which covered all private- 
ly financed new housing. Re- 
moval was required by an amend- 
ment to this year’s version of the 
economic controls law, which for- 
bade credit restraints on housing 
if new “starts” fell below a sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate of 
1,200,000 for three consecutive 
months. Starts for June, July 
and August fell below that rate.

The end of Regulation X does 
not automatically mean easier 
terms for all buyers of houses, 
though terms at least as easy as 
those existing before the Korean 
War are now legal. State and Fed- 
eral banking laws, which limit 
the amount of lending that finan- 
cial institutions can offer on hous- 
ing, and the ordinary caution of 
bankers remain to govern terms. 


Great Change Unlikely. 


With conditions of “tight money” 
prevailing in the economy, terms 
in general are not likely to easé 
markedly for most buyers, offi- 
cials said. 

Perhaps the most significant 
easing, they said, will be in the 
more expensive houses—those in 
the range of $15,000 upward. 
Although bankers are not likely 
to lend more than two-thirds of 
the = of -such houses, it will 
now be possible to arrange second 
mortgages and thus have the total 
credit in the house purchase sub- 
stantially more than the 60-70 per 
cent allowed now. 

Regulation X was imposed in 
the first place for two reasons: 
(1) to curb, at least somewhat, 
building activity and thus to re- 
lieve an expected strain on scarce 
materials and (2) to slow down 
the expansion of credit, which is 
inflationary. 

_End of Regulation X follows by 
four months the end of Regula- 
tion W, which set up credit re- 
strictions on instalment buying. 
The only credit control remaining 
is that governing “margins” for 
buying stocks and bonds, but that 
control has been in existence for 


years. 

Regulation X can be reimposed 
if housing starts should rise above 
the 1,200,000 level for three 
months. 

Also ended with the abolition 
of Regulation X is a requirement 
for 50 per cent dowy payment on 
commercial construction and 10 
to 40 per cent on apartment 
houses.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 (UP) 
—The population of the United 
States, including members of the 
armed forces overseas, was 157,- 
269,000 on Aug. 1, the Census Bu- 
reau reported today. 

The Aug. 1 estimate represented 
an increase of 254,000 over the 
July 1 estimate, and an increase 
of 2,674,000 over the Aug. 1, 1951 
estimated.

The pilot, William Henwood, 
42, Philipsburg, Pa.; his brother- 
in-law, Thomas Sleigh, 47, also of 
Philipsburg, and Francis Fleming, 
36, Clearfield, were in “satisfac- 
tory” condition at the hospital. 

Adams told police the plane ran 
out of gas and crashed when they 
became lost in a rainstorm. He 
said all five spent the night be- 
side the wreckage, not knowing 
where they were and unable to 
seek help. At daybreak, Adams 
started for help, half-carrying, 
half-leading his son. Doctors said 
both the boy and his father were 
in severe pain and suffering from 
shock.

Truman departed from his text 
to say “we are not going back to 
the horse and buggy days—we 
couldn’t if we wanted to.” 

He said that many years ago 
Mrs. Millard Fillmore, wife . of 
the thirteenth President, accord- 
ing to a story, brought the “first 
bathtub to the White House” and 
a medical association in Cincin- 
nati, O., adopted a resolution 
saying it was “unhealthy and in- 
sanitary.” The association claimed 
it was “indecent” for any one to 
take off “all their clothes at one 
time.” \ 

“We've come a long way since 
then,” Truman said. “We now 
have more bathtubs than they 
have in the Ben Franklin hotel.” 
(One of Philadelphia’s largest). 

A presidentially-appointed com- 
mission, headed by Dr. Paul 
Magnuson, former medical direc- 
tor of the Veterans Administra- 
tion, is now making a study of 
total health requirements with 
authority to make recommenda- 
tions on federal health insurance 
and all other health matters.

Zarubin, the new Soviet Ambas- 
sador to the United States. 

Zorin was accompanied by Mrs. 
Zorin,; a stocky woman in a gray 
coatsuit. The three were met by 
Malik and his wife. 

Protest Signs Greet Party. 

As the party entered an auto- 
mobile, which was led off the pier 
by a police car, a group of 40 
members of the Czechoslovakian 
National Council of America help 
aloft signs in protest against 
Zorin. The signs read: “Zorin, 
the Executioner of Czechoslovak 
Democracy,” and “Czechoslova- 
kia’s Enemy No. 1, Valerian 
Zorin.” With the group was a 
band which played Chopin’s Fu- 
neral March as the car rolled 


y. 
Earlier, aboard ship, reporters 
found the three Russians at a 
table in the cocktail lounge. Zor- 
in, a short, stocky, gray-haired 
man in a gray suit, showed a lot 
of gold teeth when he smiled, 
which was frequently. Zarubin, 
tall, rather somber-appearing, 
with dark bushy eyebrows, smiled 
a good deal, too. 

Zorin was asked if he had any 
statement to make, Zarubin acted 
as interpreter and the answer was, 
“It is not necessary to say any- 
thing now.” 

Korean War Question. 

When Zorin was asked about 
the possibility of settling the Ko- 
rean war Zarubin interpreted, 
“He said that he will continue the 
policy of the Russian Government. 
That is all.” Suddenly Zorin 
smiled again and started talking 
in English. 

“The policy of the Soviet Union 


is clear,” he said. Then Zarubin 
started talking on his own behalf, 
saying, “I have been here many 
times and I am glad to be back. 
As ambassador to the United 
| States all my actions will be de- 
voted to strengthening peace and 
co-operation between our’ coun- 
tries.” 

Asked if relations between the 
United States and the Soviets 
were better than at the time of 
his last visit he said, “It is diffi- 
cult to say.” 

Asked if there was a hate cam- 
paign in Russia against the United 
States he said, “It is not true.” 

That ended the interview. 


Zarubin Goes to Washington. 


Zarubin went to Washington 
last night by train. He has just 
12 days to arrange an appoint- 
ment to see President Truman 
because the President enters the 
election campaign on Sept. 27 
and will not return to Washington 
until Oct. 12. The Russian won’t 
be recognized as a full-fledged 
envoy until he sees the President. 


Even after his White House 
call, Zarubin won't be given muclr 
rope. The State Department has 
barred travel of all Soviet offi- 
cials beyond a 25-mile limit from 
Washington unless they notify 
the department of their explicit 
travel plans 48 hours in advance 
of departure. 


Zarubin was accepted as Am- 
bassador-designate after the Ad- 
ministration took Canada’s word 
that he had no direct role in the 
1946 Soviet spy ring that cen- 
tered in the Soviet embassy in 
Ottawa, where he was then Am- 
bassador. Canadian investigators 
said Zarubin was barred from spy 
operating rooms in his own em- 
bassy and that the Russians ap- 
parently drew a fine Aine between 
diplomacy and spying. 

Zarubin was withdrawn from 
Canada as a result of that episode 
and served as Soivet ambassador 
to Great Britain until assigned 


here by the Kremlin. He replaces 
Alexander S. Panyushkin.

TYPHOON LASHES

miles an hour lashed tiny Wake

level. 

Rescue planes left Honolulu this 
morning with food, water and 
medical supplies for the 600 per- 
sons on the coral air base 2300 
miles west of here. The Military 
Transport Ainsworth was diverted 
from its course about 700 miles 
southeast of Wake and ordered 
to evacuate all but essential per- 
sonnel. 

A Civil Aeronautics Authority 
maintenance man cranked up the 
radio of a grounded plane and 
gave first details of the disaster, 

The only injuries reported were 
comparatively minor: one man 
with a broken leg, another with 
fractured ribs. All Pan American 
Airways facilities were destroyed. 
Water covered the island and the 
marooned victims were sleeping 
in grounded planes. 

During the storm, everyone took 
refuge in World War II under- 
ground Japanese gun emplace- 
ments and ammunition vaults.

TEHRAN, Iran, Sept. 16 (AP)— 
Premier Muaammed Mossadegh 
told parliament today Iran is will- 
ing to let the Wcrld Court decide 
what compensation Britain should 
receive for its now-nationalized 
oil properties. He added, how- 


| ever, this is the only compensa- 


tion Iran is prepared to pay. 
The Majlis (lower house of 
parliament) gave Mossadegh a 60- 
to-0 vote of confidence. It in- 
dorsed his previously announced 
rejection of a Truman-Churchill 


plan for solution of the oil crisis 
and approved his counter pro- 
posals. 

However, the offer made by 
President Truman and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill called for sub<- 
mission of all claims and counter- 
claims of both parties to the 
court. 

This would include compensa- 
tion to the  British-controlled 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. for the 
cancellation of its contract to pro- 
duce the oil and its loss of earn- 
ing power. The company’s prop- 
erties in southern Iran were 
taken over by the Iranian Gov- 
ernment 18 months ago. 

Mossadegh’s flat statement that 
Iran was willing to pay compen- 
sation only for the physical prop- 
erties of the A.I.0.C. seemed to 
leave little hope of immediate 
agreement since Britain has 
firmly demanded settlement of 
the additional claims. 

Mossadegh’s new move was an- 
nounced in a statement read to 
the Majlis. 

Britain has boycotted Iranian 
oil since nationalization and the 
A.1.0.C, has threatened other pos- 
sible buyers with court action if 
they purchase any. Iranian oil 
production has virtually ceased. 


Mossadegh’s statement warned 
Iran might consider breaking off 
diplomatic relations with Britain

The Public Service Co.’s plan 
to operate automobile parking 
lots outside the congested down- 
town district, coupled with bus 


service direct to downtown build- 
ings, is not feasible, even on an 
experimental basis, at this time, 
John C. Baine, president of the 
company, said today. 

Baine said results of a survey 
taken among persons employed 
in the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing showed cnly 10 per cent were 
interested in the so-called “perim- 
eter” parking plan. 

“Naturally, the response is 
somewhat disappointing, but we 
are still confident that some form 
of perimeter parking will provide 
a partia® solution to the problems 
of downtown traffic congestion,” 
Baine said. He said the company 
will continue studying the plan. 

Under the specific “park-ride” 
plan offered in the survey, special 
non-stop busses would have. oper- 
ated between the downtown buiid- 
ing and ‘the Wayco Petroleum Co. 


parking lot at Spring avenue and 
Lindell boulevard. Charge for the 
parking and round-trip transpor- 
tation would have been 50 cents 
daily. . 

Only 342 per cent of those who 
answered the questionnaire found 
this plan acceptable, but another. 
6 per cent were favorable to the 
plan if the parking lot were lo- 
cated elsewhere, the company re- 
ported. Of several thousand ques- 
tionnaires distributed to employes 
in the Railway Exchange Building, 
565 were returned.

George W. S. Way Jr., presi-| 
dent of the Wayco company, said | 
results of the survey were incon- | 
clusive. 

“We believe the long-term edu-

“The only answer to the prob- 
lem, as we see it, is a national 
health insurance program, com- 
prehensive in scope, that will 
supply the funds to provide the 
medical care necessary, continued 
assistance for construction of hos- 
pitals, and aid to medical schools 
and nursing schools for training 
of professional personnel,” he 
said. 

Impact of unexpected illness on 
persons in low-income brackets 
was emphasized by the Rev. O. 
Walter Wagner, executive secre- 
tary of the Metropolitan Church 
Federation. 

“When something finally stag- 
gers them, when they can’t throw 
it off or outgrow it or cover it 
over, after everything else has 
been tried, disadvantaged folks 
collapse and are brought to the 
hospitai—too late,” he said. “Be- 
cause health is still either a pearl 
of too great price or a charity, 
many folks are denied its preven- 
tive powers. 

‘Prisoner to Profit.’ 

“To make these pitiable people 
in their sordid plight the victims 
of a program of medical care 
based purely on the profit system 
where only those who can pay 
receive service means that decay 
continues and progress becomes 
a prisoner to profit.” 

He said most Protestant pastors | 
we: convinced that a public pro- 
gram of health education and) 
health services could “preserve 
our national strength, just as a 
public postal system and a public 
school system have not destroyed 
our democracy but have strength- 
ened it.” 

Health services provided by 
both St. Louis and St. Louis 
county were described as inade- 
quate in a paper read for Dr.

He said 
the companion Blue Shield Plan, 
for medical and surgical pay- 
ments, now pays out nearly $2.,- 
500,000 a year to patients, al- 
though it was started only seven 
years ago. 

“When voluntary action can pro- 
duce a record like this in so short 
a time, surely we may reasonably 
believe we have found the right 
way to solve the problem of the 
cost fo medical care,” he said. 

“Our task now is to intensify 
our efforts in this work that has 
meant so much for so many Amer- 
icans. Surely this is not the time 
to change our direction and turn 
to compulsory federal action, 
which, one way or another, would 
require physicians to be paid by 
the Government.” 

Dental Health Speaker. 

Dr. Paul F. O’Brien, chairman 
of the council on dental health of 
the St. Louis Dental Society, de- 
fended private medicine and den- 
tistry. He said “very few people 
(in St. Louis) suffer from neglect 
unless by their own choice, and 
the state of health of the people 
in general is high. 

“The principal fault. charged 
against the prevailing system is 
almost entirely beyond its control 
—namely the finang¢ial inability 


of some people to purchase health | 


care. That charge is ‘comparable 
to blaming the fruit because the 
ladder is too short to. facilitate 
the picking.”

John F. Geiger Turning Them Out by Hand

John F, Geiger figured today. 
he has saved the St. Louis Police 
Department a lot of money by 
keeping his hand in the bullet- 
making business. 

For the last 17 years he has 
been turning out an average of 
1000 hand-made bullets a day for 
policemen to. practice with. The 
cost is about $55 a day less than 
it would be for purchase of fac- 
tory - manufactured ammunition, 
he said. 

Geiger, who lives at 4139 Tho- 
lozan avenue, has a small shop on 
the second floor of the Police 
Academy building at 1200 Clark 
avenue, complete with cauldron, 
molds and two simple machines 
for trimming the bullets and put- 
ting them in the casings. 

“We collect the old lead from 
the pistol range,” he said, “and 
after we melt it in the kettle we 
pour it into molds. Then we trim 


casings with two and one-half 
grains of powder and a new 
primer. 

“Most bullets are made by ma- 
chine in large factories nowadays. 
Only a few police departments 
and backwood hunters still make 
their own ammunition. 

“If we bought the bullets new, 
they would cost about 6 cents 
each. By using the empty brass 
shell casings and filling them with 
powder and siugs I cast right 
here, they cost only one-half cent 
apiece.” 

The method Geiger uses in pre- 
paring the ammunition is the 
same that has been used ever 
since cartridges were invented. 
“Of course they’ve dreamed up 
a few simple machines to help 
speed up the process,” he said, 
“but the technique is the same. 
All it takes is a lot of care and 
time to see that they don’t get |

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COST UP $1,094,855 


Revenue Is Only $247,918 
' Greater in First 5 Months 
of Fiscal Year, 


The cost of operation of the 
city government during the first 
five months of the 1952-53 fiscal 
year increased $1,594,855 over the 
corresponding period of the last 
fiscal year, while municipal rev- 
enue fund receipts were only 
$247,918 greater for the period. 

This was reported yesterday by 
Comptroller Milton Carpenter in 
a comparative statement of ac- 
counts for the five-month period 
ended Sept. 8. Expenditures dur- 
ing the period totaled $18,096,943 
as compared with $16,502,087 
spent in the corresponding period 
last year. Receipts this year totaled 
$7,927,569 as compared with $7,- 
679,650 during the first five 
months of the 1951-52 fiscal year. 

Carpenter attributed the in- 
crease in expenditures to salary 
rises for city employes. He point- 
eded out that, although some of 
the city departments have spent 
more than five-twelfths of the 
funds allotted them for the fiscal

EISENHOWER SPEAKS 
TO 9000 STUDENTS 


ABOARD EISENHOWER SPE- 
CIAL, Sept. 16 (AP)—Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower told 9000 
students packed into the Carle- 
ton College stadium at North- 
field, Minn., today that moral 
values must rule American for- 
eign policies. 

The Republican presidential 
nominee interrupted his whistle- 
stop train tour across Minnesota 
to drive in a motorcade to the 
college football field where stu- 
dents from all over the state had 
assembled. 

Asserting that the American 
system of government is “based 
directly on an unshakeable faith 
in the Almighty,” Eisenhower 
said these same moral values must 
be at the core of American deal- 
ing with other nations of the 
world. 

Eisenhower was greeted with a 
thunderous “I like Ike,” as his 
motor caravan drove in front of 
the stands. Students from 18 
Minnesota colleges and 15 high 
schools were present in the throng 
which filled the 9000-seat stands. 

As the Eisenhower party left 
the stadium, the General signed 
some autographs and handed out 
a couple of hot dogs to children 
who hung on his car. 

Earlier, before a crowd esti- 
mated at almost 3000 persofs at 
Albert Lea, Eisenhower accused 
the Democrats of putting the 
farmer “in the middle” by con- 
flicting price control and agri- 
cultural aid programs. 

“As for the Republicans, we will 
be consistent,” Eisenhower said. 
“Having made a farm program, 
we will not back and fill.” 

Eisenhower mixed his bid for 
the farm vote with an attack on 
the Truman Administration’s for- 
eign policies.

He touched on inflation, 
high taxes and other issues. 

But on a flag-draped platform 
at the Englewood railroad station 
in Chicago, Eisenhower put into 
succinct words that might be re- 
garded as his principal creed for 
this campaign. Said he of the 
Republicans: 

“We will re-establish in govern- 
ment honesty in Washington, the 
prestige of America abroad and 
peace, security and prosperity 
among all the people and with 
all the people with whom we deal. 

“We will secure ope by co- 
operating intelligently with other 
peacg-loving people 4 the world 
and we will cease to fear Com- 
munism, either abroad or those 
Communists who may try to in- 
filtrate into our Government be- 
cause they will be found and kept 
out of our Government before 
they ever get into it.”

down payments will range from 
5 per cent to 20 per cent, with a 
maximum loan of $14,000. Previ- 
ously FHA has had terms the 
same as Regulation X, with down 
payments ranging from 5 per cent 
to 40 per cent. Maturity periods 
will remain the same as under 
Regulation X. 

The VA will require no more 
than 5 per cent down, no matter 
how big the loan, compared with 
a range of 5 per cent to 35 per 
cent. As before, the VA will re- 
quire no down payment on houses 
costing less than $7000 and 4 
cent on those costing from $7000 
to $8400. The VA has always been 
able to extend maturity periods 
to as high as 30 years in cases of 
hardship. 

In the case of FHA and VA 
loans, the terms’ are only mini- 
mums. The borrower must still 
obtain agreement from his lend- 
ing institution on the loan. 


No Spectacular Increase in Hous- 

ing Activity Foreseen Here.

NATO WAR GAMES 


|Mock Attack Knocks Out 


Half of City’s Coast 
Defenses — Sea Fight 
» Shaping Up. 


COPENHAGEN, Sept. 16 (AP) 
-~British, Norwegian and Danish 
jet fighters “riddled” Copen- 


Jhagen’s defenses today in the 


first mock air attack on an At- 
lantic pact capital during NATO’s 
“mainbrace” maneuvers. 

The make-believe attack lasted 
60 minutes. Defense establish- 


= | ments outside the city were blast- 


ed by several waves of enemy 
Orange planes flying from the 
big Danish air base of Karup in 
Jutland. 

Umpires announced that the 
assault reduced by 50 per cent 
the fighting capacity of Copen- 
hagen’s coastal defenses. It was 
not announced immediately 
whether defending Blue planes— 
units of the Danish air force— 
were able to get in to the air 
to battle the attackers. 

A flotilla of Orange warships 
meanwhile headed west toward 
Copenhagen from the Danish 
as of Bornholm in the Baltic 

Danish submarines support- 
ed ‘by Norwegian motor torpedo 
boats were attacking the enemy 
ships. 

The Orange’ flotilla is sched- 
uled to attempt to force its way 
through the vital international 
gateway of the Baltic tonight in 
order to “shell” Danish coastal | 
fortresses. Blue naval forces will | 
try to bar the way and Danish | 
coastal guns are ready for a | 
simulated artillery duel, expected 
to last through* the night. 

Role of U.S. Ships. 

Westward in. the North 

United States planes claimed to 
have damaged an Orange sea 
raider in another phase of the 
big war games. A big interna- 
tional task force planned air-sea 
blows to eliminate the threaten- 
ing warship. 
Sixteen planes. from the Ameri- 
can aircraft carrier Franklin D. 
Roosevelt located the enemy ves- 
sel last night 50 miles from the 
task force. The role of the raider 
in this big naval exercise by eight 
North Atlantic nations is taken 
by the Canadian heavy cruiser 
Quebec. 

A fleet of 160 ships and more 
than 80,000 men are _ involved. 
From this armada, a 52-vessel 
task force is moving northward. 
At the heart of the force are 
three of the world’s biggest car- 
riers, Britain’s H.M.S. Eagle and 
the American Midway and Roose- 
velt. 

The Quebec represents a fast- 
moving atacker seeking to pick 
off capital ships in the force. 

High Winds at Sea. 

A large force of air fighters 
was scheduled to attack the radier 
today while three Allied cruisers 
raced to engage it. Bad weather 
may hold up the operation, how- 
ever.

PROTEST ON ROME BAR 


Going to Court Over Police 
Interference With Mission’s 
Religious Services. 


ROME, Sept. 16 (UP)—Cline R. 
Paden, Texas-born head of the 
Church of Christ mission here, 
said today his lawyer was prepdr- 
ing a three-point court protest 
because police barred religious 
services at his temple last Sun- 


‘day and surrounded his home 
with guards. 

“We will protest the arrest of 
Howard Bybee on Sunday, the 
fact that police prohibited friends 


from entering my home and the 
fact that visitors from Canada 
and Germany were kept out in 
the rain and forbidden to enter 
my home,” he said. 


Bybee, of Manteca, Calif., who 
heads a Church of Christ mission 
at Padua in northern Italy, was 
said to have been detained by 
police briefly when he tried to 
photograph them outside Paden’s 
home, 

Italian authorities explained 
the police went to Paden's dwell- 
ing because his church was not 
registered as a religious organi- 
zation. They said Paden was in 
Italy on a tourist visa and not as 
a minister. 

However, Paden denied rgports 
that 21 other branch Churches of 
Christ in other parts of Italy had 
been closed. | 

“IT have been in constant con- 
tact with all of them by tele- 
phone, and they have received no 
orders from the police,” he said. 

Paden said he went to the 
United States Embassy yesterday 
and asked to see Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker. He said he was 
told to submit a written report 


of his case. Meanwhile, a con- 
ference was called at the embassy 
to discuss the matter.

President Tells Hospital Association of} 
~. Teamwork Between Government and 
Medical Profession to Fight Diseases, De- 


nies Goal Is ‘Socialism.’ 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 16 (AP). 


— Following is the tert of President Truman's speech today at 
a luncheon of the American Hospital Association: 


é - 


“T is good to be here today. This meeting gives me an oppor- 


J units to talk on one of my favorite subjects—the health of the 


" American people. 


I feel very close to you people who are here today. In fact, I 
think perhaps I can qualify as a hospital administrator myself, 
Because the Federal Government operates the largest group of 
hospitals in the country. You see, I have some of the same head- 
aches you do. I know something about the nature of your prob- 
lems, and I also know about the wonderful work you are doing. 


J am proud that our federal 
hospitals are members of the 
' American Hospital Association. 

All our hospitals—voluntary, mu- 
nicipal and state, as well as fed- 
eral—and all the people who 
serve in them—can take great 
pride in what they have done to 
hélp lift the nation’s standard of 
health in recent years. 

High Standard of Health Cited. 

We now have the highest stand- 
ard of health in our history. Life 
expectancy has never been so 
high; the occurrence of commun- 
icable diseases has never been so 
low. 

Typhoid fever, smallpox, diph- 
theria, pellagra, rickets and ma- 
laria have been virtually wiped 
out. In fact, these diseases are 
so rare today I am told that many 
of our younger physicians have 
never even seen a case. 

We have overcome the major 
causes of infant mortality, and 
today only one mother in 1400 
dies in childbirth. 

From 1944 to 1950, the general 
death rate in our nation declined 
10 per cent. Deaths from tuber- 
culosis were reduced 46 pér cent, 
from influenza and pneumonia 
50 per cent, and from syphillis 
53 per cent. 

Contrary to what some of you 
may have been led to expect, I 
do not claim sole credit for these 
remarkable achievements. I am 
sometimes accused of claiming 
credit for every good thing that 
has happened in the United 
States while I have been Presi- 
dent, and by the same token, 
accused of never admitting a mis- 
take. 
As for the mistakes, I know 
that I make them like every- 
body else does, and I do admit 
them from time to time. How- 
ever, it has not seemed neces- 
sary for me te spend a gréat 
deal of time calling attention 
te my mistakes because there 
have always been plenty of 
other people who were willing 
' to do that for me. 

‘You hospital administrators 
know what I mean because you 
have to serve as the whipping 
boys for a lot of other people, 
too. 

Actually, our magnificent 
achievements in the field of 
health have resulted primarily 
from teamwork. We could not 
have made this record unless 
everyone had done his part—doc- 
tors, nurses and hospital adminis- 
trators, and all the other work- 
ers who are devoted to keeping 
people well. We all have our 
places on the team, and none of 
us could do the job without the 
help of the others. 

Medical Program for Veterans. 


One of the best illustrations of 
what can be accomplished through 
teamwork is what has happened 
in our medical program for vet- 
erans. 

At the end of World War II, we 
set out on a program to revitalize 
the medical services of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration and to make 
sure that men and women who 
had been disabled in the defense 
of our country would receive 
medical care second to none. That 
program has been successful be- 
yond what anybody thought would 
be possible. 

This success has been made 
possible by the wholehearted co- 
operation of the private practi- 
tioners, professional schools, and 
hospitals. The Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration has secured the part-time 
services of over 100,000 experts 
in the medical field to aid its full- 
time staff. And the faculties of 
nearly every leading medical 
school in the country are now 
working with the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration to provide an ever- 
higher quality of medical care. 

J am delighted it’s that way. 

This unexcelled medical care 
for our veterans shows how the 
Government and the American 
medical profession can work to- 
gether for the benefit of every- 


one. 
While we have been making 
these advances in veterans’ medi- 
cine, we have made equally im- 
pressive gains in national defense 
medicine—in caring for the men 
and women in the armed services. 
“In the fighting in Korea, the 
rtality rate among the wound- 
~ who reached medical aid is 
only half the rate of World War 
TII—and that was remarkably low. 
Eighty-five per cent of the wound- 
ed are now returned to active 
duty. The most amazing thing is 
that this wonderful record is 
being made with one-half the num- 
ber of physicians per 1000 troops 
that were used in World War-lII. 
We have been able to do this only 
because there has been the closest 
d of co-ordination among our 
e military medical services 
and civilian health agencies. 
. “Appeals for Blood Donors. 
And while we are speaking of 
teamwork, I want to pay tribute 
here to the contribution that you, 
and the medical profession, and 
the Red Cross, and the American 
a have made to the national 
_ program. It has been a 
magnificent achievement. Let us 
remember, however, that we dare 
not relax our efforts. The supply 
of blood needed for our troops in 
Fr Plaga the patients in your 
hosp here at home, and for 


civil defense reserves i§ danger- 
ously low. I appeal again to every 
American to give blood if he can. 


Now, all these evidences of 
collaboration between the health 
profession and the Government 
may come as a surprise to you. 
I am sure they will be a sur- 
prise to most people in view 
of all that has been said about 
the terrible things I have been 
trying to do to the medical pro- 
fession. 


The fact is that the medical 
professiow has more to do with 
determining the policies of the 
Federal Government today than 
ever before in history. All the 
groups concerned with health 
have come together in the health 
resources advisory committee, un- 
der the chairmanship of Dr. How- 
ard Rusk, to give their help and 
advice to the Government. The 
president-elect of the American 
Hospital Association is a member 
of this committee, and a high 
official of the American Medical 
Association serves as vice chair- 
man. The committee is doing a 
marvelous job. 


All this doesn’t mean that there 
is nothing left to argue about. I 
expect we will go right on in the 
American way having differences 
of opinion about the part the 
Federal Government should play 
in helping to meet the health 
needs of our citizens. 


Personally, ¥ have always un- 
derstood that the Constitution 
imposes upon the Government 
of the United States a responsi- 
bility with respect to the gen- 
eral welfare of its citizens. And 
certainly no one can pretend 
that good health is not a mat- 
ter of first importance so far 
as the general welfare is con- 
cerned. 


That is why, ever since I have 
been President, I have recom- 
mended programs which I be- 
lieve will provide better med- 
ical and health services for all 
our people. Some groups have 
received these proposals enthu- 
siastically. Others have been 
strongly against them. That is 
what happens every time we try 
to move forward. We have to 
make each advance by overcom- 
ing the objections of those who 
want to pull back. 


My only interest in this mat- 
ter is better health for our peo- 
ple. That is why I have con- 
stantly asked the “pullbacks” 
to come forward with plans of 
their own. But you know, it is 
a failing common to the “pull- 
backs”—they don’t want to 
move ahead at all, no matter 
how it’s done. They just want 
to stand still, with things as 
they are, or even move back- 
ward. 

Even now they seem to be ad- 
vocating the amazing proposition 
that Government should have 
nothing to do with health except 
for “locally administered indigent 
medical care programs.” 

That’s about like saying we 
don’t need any form of social se- 
curity except the county poor 
house. These people really want 
to go back to the horse and buggy 
days. aa 

Fortunately, we have gone 
ahead in this country, despite the 
“pullbacks,” to accomplish what 
we could over their opposition. 

As a matter of fact, we have 
accomplished a great deal. 

We established in 1946 a fed- 
eral aid program for the construc- 
tion of hospitals to be owned and 
operated by the people in local 
communities. As a result, thou- 
sands upon thousands are getting 
hospital care who never had it 
before, especially in the rural 
areas. 
projects for hospitals, health cen- 
ters and other medical facilities 
have been approved. Already, 
this program has added 88,000 
beds and about 350 health centers 
to the nation’s health resources. 

Distribution of Doctors. 

One of the best things about 
this program is that more than 
one half of these facilities are in 
towns which never had hospitals 


before. This is going to help cor- | 
rect the problem of the proper: 


distribution .of doctors. .More 
young physicians will set up their 
practices in the country if they 
have modern~hospitals in which 
they can work. 

This hospital survey and con- 
struction program is an example 
of a happy and successful part- 
nership between the Federal Gov- 
ernment, state governments, and 
local communities. The states take 
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painstaking research brought to 
the point of practical application. 
This will be just as true in 
the future as it has been in the 
past. 

We must remember that we 
advance from one set of problems 
to another. Past achievements in 
medicine have advanced us to the 
problems of the chronic and de- 
generative diseases. Having ex- 
tended the life span, we are now 
grappling with heart disease, can- 
cer and other , disabilities that 
people suffer in later life. 
These problems are more diffi- 
cult to resolve than were their 
predecessors. This means that 
the research required for their 
solution is constantly growing 
more complex and more expen- 
sive. It means that the wnole 
structure of medical research 
must be strengthened. We need 
more research effort and more 
research workers. 

High Cost of Research. 


The American people have 
given splendid support to medi- 
cal research through private or- 
ganizations, and I know they will 
keep it up. But we have found 
that the cost of research is so 
great that we cannot expect it to 
met solely through private 
means. 

Right now the Federal Govern- 
ment is supporting by search 
grants about a quarter of all the 
research done in medical schools, 
The Government is giving this aid 
without any control at all over 
the scientists or the schools. That 
is the way it should be done and 
must be done. 

One of the most exciting de- 
velopments in the history of med- 
ical research has been the use 
of radio-isotopes made available 
by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. Our scientists tell me that 
the radio-isotope, when used as 
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| a tracer, represents the most im- 


portant tool for unraveling the 
life process since the invention of 
the microscope in the seventeenth 
century, 


Our atomic apothecary in Oak 
Ridge has made about 27,000 ship- 
ments of radioactive isotopes to 
922 institutions in the United 
States. Many of you are now using 
these materials for the diagnosis 
of patients with thyroid disease, 
heart disease, and cancer, It took 
billions of dollars to produce 
these new aids to medicine. No 
one except the Government could 
have marshalled the resources to 
do the job. 


One of the research projects of 
the Government in which I take 
a great deal of personal pride is 
the new clinical center of the 
Public Health Service in Bethes- 
da, Maryland. A little more than 
a year ago, I spoke at the corner- 
stone ceremonies for this unique 
hospital-laboratory. We were 
pleased to have the trustees of 
the American Hospital Associa- 
tion present on that occasion. In 
that great structure, soon to be 
completed, the Public Health 
Service will combine a range of 
clinical and scientific skills never 
before brought together under 
one roof. This will make it pos- 
sible to step up our attack on can- 
cer, heart disease, the viruses, 
mental illness, arthritis and nevu- 
rological disorders. 

I honestly believe that our 
present. day efforts in medical 
research are leading us into a 
new golden age of medicine. 

We should never forget that 
the best possible of all ways for 


treating disease and disability is 
by preventing them from happen- 
ing. That is why research and 
preventive medicine and accident 
prevention are so important. 


Just think of all the human 
suffering that has been prevented 
and all the money that has been 
saved by our victories over com- 
municable diseases. Take small- 
pox, for example. In 1921 we had 
more than 100,000 cases in this 
country. Last year only 11 cases 
were reported in the entire na- 
tion. 

Good health is not only a mat- 
ter of wiping out disease; it is 
also a matter of reducing our 
frightful accident toll. Thousands 
of men, women and children are 
being maimed in accidents each 
month that we could prevent if 
we had the foresight to do so. 
Better safety education, more re- 
search into safety devices, plus 
better enforcement of safety regu- 
lations, would save us millions 
of heartaches and hundreds of 
millions of dollars each year. We 
could prevent the loss to our 
productive economy of literally 
thousands and thousands of peo- 
ple who now are victims of dis- 
abling accidents. And we could 
rehabilitate and return to pro- 
ductive life untold numbers of 
others at a cost far less than it 
now takes to care for them. 


So, although we have come a 
long way toward our goal of 
good health for every Ameri- 
can, we still have a long way to 
go. We have te move ahead 
with a balanced program that

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Truman Text to AFL: ‘Coming Election Crucial 
ToLabor’s Future, Prosperity of Average Man 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16 (AP). 
The text of President Truman’s 
message to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor convention, 
addressed to President William 

Green, follows: 


HIS is the last time it will be 

my privilege, as President of 

the United States, to send a 
message to the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


I wish I could speak to you 
and to the delegates in person, 
and tell you face to face some of 
the things that are in my heart 
and mind as I near the end of my 
Administration. However, my 
work is just as heavy as it ever. 
was. In fact, I think I have been 
busier since I stated my decision 
not to run again than I was be- 
fore. Under these circumstances, 
I know you will forgive me for 
not being with you in New York 
today. 

As the end of my term draws 
near, I have been thinking back 
over the struggles and accom- 
plishments of the past seven 
years. The American Federation 
of Labor has been a staunch part- 
ner in the programs we have 
worked for since I became Presi- 
dent. I am proud of the advances 


p>we have made at home, and the 


efforts we have carried on 
throughout the world to bring 
about a real peace—to create the 
kind of world in which men and 
women everywhere can live free 
and hopeful lives. 


Labor’s Contributions. 


Labor has helped at every step 
of the way. Representatives of 
organized labor not only hold po- 
sitions of trust in the executive 
departments and in the, defense 
agencies, but they are helping to 
make and carry out cur policies 
of international co-operation. The 
leaders of organized labor have 
made a great contribution to the 
success of such programs as the 
Economic Co-operation Admini- 
straticn and the Mutual Security 
Administration. Their participa- 
tion has earned the gratitude of 
our nation and the respect of la- 
bor in many foreign lands. I am 
sure, moreover, that our Point 
Four program cannot succeed 
without the skills, the zeal and 
the vision of the labor represen- 
tatives who are now taking part 
in our technical assistance projects 
in underdeveloped areas. . 


The part that American labor 
is playing in our international af- 
fairs is an inspiration to less for- 
tunate working men and women 
in many countries. The status of 


| American labor today spells hope 
jin lands where the right to or- 


ganize, the right to bargain with 
employers, and the right to 
achieve better conditions are ig- 
nored or brutally suppressed. 


In spite of these facts, in 


spite of the vital importance of 
labor to our foreign policy, we 
have witnessed in this country, 
over the last seven years, a de- 
termined assault against -the 
rights of organized labor. There 
is little doubt in my mind that 
a definite plot was hatched at 
the close of the war to smash, 
or at least to cripple, our trade 
union movement in a period of 
postwar reaction. This conspir- 
acy was developed by a little 
group of politicians, working 
with the representatives of our 
most reactionary employers. 
These men thought that history 
would repeat itself and that 
they could de after World War 
II what had been done after 
the first world war, when our 
trade unions were set upon by 
the so-called “open shop move- 
ment,” using the anti-labor de- 
vices of spies, finks, blacklists, 
and yellow dog contracts. 


To accomplish this, it was 
necessary first to strip labor of 
the rights which had been pro- 
tected by federal legislation. 
The first step in this conspiracy 
was, therefore, the Taft-Hartley 
Labor Act. As representative 
Hartley’s own book made clear, 
however, the Taft-Hartley law 
was conceived of as only the 
first step. It was to be followed 
by the repeal of most of the 
New Deal legislation. 


The Republican leaders of the 


majority was reduced to a narrow 
margin, the assault on labor was 
renewed. The most important 
part of the battle in the Eighty- 
second Congress was waged over 
inflation controls. Time and 
again the special interests, abet- 
ted by the Republican leaders, 
tried to repeal and destroy price. 
controls and rent controls, which ’ 
are so important, not only to 
labor but also to every person 
who lives on a moderate salary 
or a fixed income, These assaults- 
had the effect of weakening our 
controls, but they were not able 
to ‘overthrow them and destroy 
them completely. On the credit 
side; we also got some improve- 
ment in our social security laws, 
in spite of Republican opposition. 


As my period of office draws 
to its conclusion, I take consid- 
erable satisfaction in the fights 
we have won and the gains we 
have’'made. The cause of the aver- 
age citizen.has not been success- 
ful all along the line. We have 
suffered certain losses, but by 
and large we have beaten back 
the main attacks and we have 
made real progress. Wages are 
good, employment is high, and in 
spite of prices and taxes, most of 
our people are enjoying a stand- 
ard of living that is better than 
it ever was in the past. 


I de not know what things 
will be like in the future, but 


Eightieth Congress lent them- 
selves to this shameful conspiracy 
against the common welfare and 
rammed the Taft-Hartley law 
through over my veto. They pro- 
ceeded also to cut down social 
security protection and to attack 
the wage and hour law. Then 
they ‘waited, postponing further 
attacks until after what they as- 
sumed would be a Republican vic- 
tory in November 1948. 


In the campaign of that year, I 
was able to put the facts before 
the people and they responded 
as I knew they would. They gave 
their answer to this attack upon 
the rights of labor and upon the 
welfare and prosperity of the 
average man. 

In the Eighty-first Congress, 
where the Democratic majority 
was substantial, I had enough 
support to secure the passage 
of laws which improved and 
strengthened our national hous- 


I am sure that they will be de- 
termined largely by the results 
of the election this year. Some 
of the special interests are al- 
ready grinding their axes for 
a fresh attack on labor in the 
event of a Republican victory. I 
do not know whether you read 
the Wall Street Journal, but I 
have seen indications in it late- 
ly that plans are afoot in Wall 
Street to make the Taft-Hartley 
law even more oppressive and 
unfair than it is at present. 


Not all Republicans are pos¢ 


sessed by a hostility to labor, but 
it appears that the Republican 
candidate has now made his peace 
with the author of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law. Apparently his conduct 
will not be out of line with the 
Republican platform, which, in 
my opinion, is the most anti-labor 
platform they have submitted to 
the country in at least 16 years.

_ Protective Barriers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
- Far be it from me to stand up for the 
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r For Better Schools _. 


‘If the Legislature can be persuaded to accept 
the recommendations of the Missouri Citizens’ 
Commission for the Study of Education—and 
that is a parlous “if’—the standing of our 
public schools in comparison with those of other 
states can be very cénsiderably improved. .A 
guaranteed minimum of schooling could be 
assured for every child. And the cost of this 
schooling could be put on an intelligent, 
budgetary basis. : 

In spite of such progressive steps as the 
creation of the State Board of Education under 
the new constitution, Missouri’s educational 
standing still is far from what it might be. 
On the basis of percentage of income spent on 
Missouri stands 45th among the 
states. We could and should do much better 
than that. 

Public education should not be discussed in 
monetary terms alone. But in Missouri the 


financial problem is the central problem. Bad 
financial management is why the commission 


found, for example, that half the state’s elemen- 
‘tary school teachers cannot meet minimum 
professional requirements. The average teach- 
er’s salary is only $2626 a year—or $534 below 
the national average. Many school districts 
are just as far behind when it comes to build- 


ings and equipment. 
o * o 

This is due, as we have frequently said, to 
the haphazard allocation of state funds. In some 
districts, this has brought about an utter lack 
of local responsibility for education. In such 
areas, the big idea has been to reduce local 
taxes and to look almost entirely to the state 
for school funds. Although state aid is con- 
tingent on a minimal local tax, this requirement 
has been evaded by lowering the appraisals on 
which the tax is. collected. 

Missouri has long needed a budgetary control 
for the distribution of school funds. The 
recommendation of such a system is one of the 
outstanding virtues of the present report. 

The commission, appointed by the State 
Board of Education, proposes a guaranteed 
educational program, a standard below which 
no school district would ge allowed to fall. To 
achieve this, the commission would increase 
the state’s share of the public school bill from 
the present $45,000,000 a year to about 
$80,000,000. ; , 

This money, however, would be handed out 
only on the basis of a budget for every school 
district in the state. These budgets would 
consider the number of pupils, number of 
teachers, building expenses, cost of transporting 
pupils to and from school, and the like. 

Furthermore, school districts would be re- 
quired to levy a tax of from 50 cents to $1.60 
per $100 of assessed valuation. The proceeds 
would not be accepted merely on local say-so. 
They would be checked against a school tax 
index based on such revealing items as retail 
sales, personal and corporate income and auto- 
mobile registrations. In other words, state aid 
could no longer be an excuse for shirking local 
obligations. Aid would be granted in proportion 
to need, but only demonstrated, provable need.

In general, the commission would have the 
state assume about two-thirds of the cost of the 
guaranteed program — with individual school 
districts, of course, free to provide as many 
more educational opportunities as they want. 

Such a system certainly would go a long way 
toward rationalizing Missouri’s public school 
hodge-podge. It would mean higher educational 
standards for a good many children. It would 
mean better trained and better paid teachers. 
And it would mean a fair distribution of the 
cost of schooling. 

This last consideration alone could bring about 
a great change of attitude toward educational 
allotments. In the past, city taxpayers especially 
have been inclined to oppose increased state 
allowances. This was not because they did not 
believe in education. It was rather because 
they feared the money would be used to lower 
outstate local ‘tax bills instead of providing 
better schooling. 

Here, then, is a chance to squeeze out cheap 
politics and to lift the schools of the state 
to a level which we can afford and of which 
we might be proud. 


Great Victory in the U.N. 

The American delegation has won another bout 
in the United Nations over the admission of new 
members. The Security Council once more re- 
jected a Soviet proposal to settle the long-stand- 
ing row on this point by simultaneously admit- 
ting 14 applicant nations—five Soviet proteges 
and nine supported by the Western powers. 

As we have pointed out before, there is no 
very good reason why the Soviet proposal 
should not be accepted. The Western powers 
could not lose voting strength by doing so, and 
the settlement of one small point of controversy 
with Russia might be helpful. But the American 
delegation, having once opposed the “deal,” must 
feel that there would be something shameful in 
changing its mind. So it goes on playing its 
stuck record, and Russia goes on manufacturing 
propaganda about the “imperialist” powers clos- 
ing the U.N. door to “people’s democracies.” 


Is it not time for the State Department to . 


take a fresh look at the question, and ask itself 
just what is gained by excluding nations from 
an organization that was meant to be universal? 
Our latest “victory” was won by a vote of 5 
against 2. Four nations—Britain, France, Chile 
and Turkey—abstained, which means that they 
would just as soon support the Soviet proposal 
but did not wish to offend the United States by 
doing so. The four nations which supported the 
American position were Brazil, Greece, The Neth- 
erlands and Nationalist China (Formosa)—not 
exactly an overpowering line-up of world opinion. 

Our delegates can probably go on scraping up 
technical victories of this sort indefinitely. But 
somebody should ask: Is it worth it?

Missouri State Medical ‘Association, Dr. J. 
William Thompson. Both testified to the 
President’s Commission on the Health Needs 
of the Nation at its St. Louis hearing. 

One of the foremost medical responsibilities 
of the area is that of educating doctors and 
dentists. Washington University and St. ‘Louis 


University are just starting the new school year. — 


How thoroughly are their medical and dental 


schools meeting .the demand: for medical and — 


dental education “in this area? At Washington 
the medical school has.admitted 86 out of 1600 
applicants, the dental school, 52 out of an esti- 
mated 600 applicants. At St, Leyis 1300 applied 
for admission to the medical schoo] and 127 
were admitted, while 80 were admitted to the 
dental school out of an estimated 800. 


What is true of St. Louis is true of the entire ~ 


country. The nation’s medical schools graduated 
about 6000 this year but the nation’s hospitals 
wanted 10,700 new internes. The greatest ex- 
pansion program in the history of medical 
education was reported in progress this year, 
but fewer than 8000 of the 20,000 who applied 
to learn to be doctors were admitted. 

Rising costs at medical schools, without an 
accompanying rise in income, have placed many 
of these institutions in a precarious financial 
position. The overwhelming majority of medical 
school deans supported the idea of federal aid 
to medical schools and medical students. Yet a 
bill making $300,000,000 available in a five- 
year program for medical, dental, osteopathic 
and nursing schools and students is still bettled 
up in committees of the Senate and House. 


What about the expansion of medical edu- 


cation that is so clearly needed, in St. Louis 
as elsewhere? Can St. Louis meet this need 
without federal aid? If so, how? We refer the 
questions to the medical leaders who told the 
President’s commission that all St. Louis needs 
can be locally met. 
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Police Board Blunder 

Should advancement in the St. Louis Police 
Department be determined of the basis of 
merit? If the results of the recent departmental 
poll offer any kind of answer, it is a resounding 
No, and Board President Roberts seems inclined 
to go along with what he accepts as the word 
from the rank-and-file. “It is still a problem for 
the men rather than the board,” he declared 
when asked for comment on the poll. 

But is it? We think not. The board’s sole rea- 
son for existence is to lay down police policy. 
Certainly the question of whether police promo- 
tions are to be built on merit and fitness rather 
than friendship and political pull is a matter of 
board policy. And for the board to attempt to 
shift the responsibility for making this decision 
to the department as a whole, as it is doing, 
raises a question as to the board’s concept of its 
proper place in police business. 

There is serious doubt as to the real meaning 
of this poorly-conceived poll. Policemen were 
asked merely to indicate whether or not they 
favored a merit system. There was no indication 
of what kind of system was being proposed. A 
good police officer is trained to suspect the 
worst and apparently a great many of them did. 

A system of police promotions on merit is 
essential in St. Louis, and it will come, perhaps 
sooner than some people think. Politicians surely 
ought not to be in a position of being able to 
influence law enforcement by making it diffi- 
cult for the conscientious officer to earn ad- 
vancement. The current Police Board is either 
afraid or unwilling to face the facts. Fortunately 
the board will be dissolved in January, and St. 
Louisans can hope for a better one. 
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Odds Across the Sea 

It is hard to understand just why the 
London bookmakers have suddenly become 
leading authorities on this country’s presidential 
election. Every few days the press wires carry 
a bulletin out of London explaining what the 
bookies now think about the election, as re- 
flected in the odds. The latest word is that 
Douglas Stuart, Ltd., one of the biggest hand- 
books, regards Dwight Eisenhower’s reconcilia- 
tion with Senator Taft as lengthening the odd 
in favor of Adlai Stevenson. ' 

So far as we know, there is nothing about a 
London bookie that makes him a better fore- 
caster of American political behavior than the 
various scientific and unscientific public opinion 
polis conducted on this side of the Atlantic. 

Both the London bookies and the polls, as it 
happens, strongly inclined to Dewey in 1948,

Way Around the Filibuster? 

An interesting possibility of breaking the 
stalemate on Senate filibuster rules is said to 
have some Southern politicians so worried that 
they are asking Gov. Stevenson to disavow it. 

Senate rules now require 64 votes to close de- 
bate on any matter except one. The exception 
is a proposal to chafge the rule. Whenever a 
rule change comes up, debate cannot be closed 
at all. In other words, any effort to adopt a rea- 
sonable cloture rule—say, one permitting clo- 
ture, after full and fair debate, by a majority 
vote—can be filibustered to death. 

Some bright parliamentarian has figured out 
what may be a way through this legal barbed 
wire. The Senate of each Congress must adopt 
its own rules, which is usually done by a per- 
functory motion to adopt the rules of the previ- 
ous ‘session. ; 

Instead of doing that, the next Senate coul 
conceivably consider a set of rules which in- 
cluded an improved method of cloture. While 
considering it, regular parliamentary rules in- 
stead of the Senate’s special ones would apply, 


' and under these debate could be closed by mov- 


ing the previous question—a motion not possible 
under Senate rules. 

We think it would be a mistake for the- pro- 
ponents of a more democratic filibuster rule to 
attempt to put it across without any debate 
whatever. Everything before the Senate, includ- 
ing its own rules, should be subject to full and

It would be too much to expect Gen, 
Eisenhower to give a ringing indorsement 
to United States foreign policy since World 
War Il. After all, he is a candidate out to 
win the presidency away from the party 
in whose name that policy has been un- 
folded. 


It is increasingly obvious, however, that 
Gen. Eisenhower is finding it difficult to 
keep foreign affairs in the focus of reality 
and at the same time please the Formosa- 
firsters of his party. 


His Philadelphia speech is a case in 
point. The 10 items in his approach to 
peace are healthy generalities with which 
no one can argue. It is his preamble, how- 
éver, which sounds to us more like Robert 
Taft than Dwight Eisenhower. 


His attitude on the Korean war seems 
strangely distant for a man who was chief 
of staff from 1945 until Feb. 7, 1948. He 
had indeed been out of that post for more 
than a year when the United States with- 
drew her Korean occupation forces. But 
he was still chief of staff when the events 
began which led up to it. They are worth 
recalling. 

The new South Korean republic had 
been organized. The South Koreans were 
independent for the first time in years, 
and wanted no part of being occupied by 
a foreign power. The Russians were with- 
drawing from North Korea. We withdrew 
by June 1949, six months after the Rus- 
sians had announced the last of their own 
had withdrawn from North Korea. 


If we had continued. to occupy South 
Korea (in the light of hindsight) we might 
have prevented the invasion. But with the 
Russians gone from North Korea,: how 
would we have justified continued occupa- 
tion—either to the restless South Koreans 
or with a Congress tired of keeping garri- 
sons on the other side of the world? 


Gen. Eisenhower knows this. He must 
know also that we “abandoned China to 
the Communists” because the only way to 
prevent it would have been to fight the 
Chinese Communists ourselves,

Anyone who supposed that Dwight Eis- 
enhower would coast along on bis reputa- 
tion without making a real fight for the 
presidency must have been thoroughly dis- 
illusioned by his speech in Philadelphia.

He ignored the point he has previously 
made, that Russia at the end of World War 
II was in occupation of most of the coun- 
tries which she has since enslaved and 
that only armed American force could 
have removed Soviet troops—armed attack 
that Eisenhower himself has said would 
have cost thousands of American lives. 


There is no suggestion as to how, short 
of war, the Communists could have been 
kept from China. He and most other Re- 
publicans endorsed the Korean war. As 
Eisenhower himself- had 
much to do with Korea. He said only re- 
cently that he knew of no quick and easy 
answer to Kor¢a.

The Great A-Bomb Robbery 


THE TRAITORS, by Alan Moorehead. (Charles Scrib- 
ner's Sons, 222 pgs., $3.50.) 

One evening in September 1945, a 26- 
year-old Russian cipher clerk named Igor 
Gouzenko went to the safe of the Soviet 
embassy in Ottawa, Canada, and removed 
a set of documents proving that the Rus- 
sians were stealing atomic secrets from 
their wartime allies. He took his papers 
to the local newspaper and then to the 
police, but despite strenuous argument he 
was unable to convince anybody that what 
he had was bona fide and important. 


We have learned a good deal about 
atomic espionage since then and the most 
arresting and baffling features of it have 
now been wrapped up in “The Traitors” 
by Alan Moorehead, a British reporter. It 
is without doubt the best book on the sub- 
ject to date. 

Mr. Moorehead knows how to dig for in- 
formation and he can write. He knows 
how to organize his information, a talent 
that some others who have tried to un- 
ravel “the great A- 
bomb robbery” have 
lacked. The result is 
a fascinating narra- 
tive which brings us 
as close to the 
strange personalities 
of Drs. Allan Nunn 
May, Klaus Fuchs 
and Bruno Pontecor- 
vo as seems possible 
at present without 
the active co-opera- 
tion of the villains 
themselves.

SMINGTON ATTACKS 
SOLATIN POLE 


Says U.S: Would Endanger 
Security by Turning Back 
on Allies. 


America cannot afford to turn 
its back on friendly foreign na- 
tions, Stuart Symington, Demo- 
cratic nominee for United States 
Senator, said here last night in 
warning against the policy of 
“splendid isolationism.” 

“If one-third of all our raw 
materials come from friendly for- 
eign nations, as they do, how 
can we maintain our national se- 
curity, let alone our high standard 
of living, if we turn our backs on 
those nations?” Symington asked 
in a talk to precinct captains of 
the Ninth Ward Regular Demo- 
cratic organization. 

Symington struck out at the 
Republican campaign slogan “It’s 
Time for a Change.” 

“What wiul tne Republican pro- 
gram be if they get in?” he 
asked. “‘Let’s not give up what 
we've got unless we know what 
we're going to get.” He spoke at 
Ninth Ward Democratic head- 
quarters, 1316 Sidney street.

This was when, on his way 
to Minnesota for his farm speech, 
he held a regional meeting on 
Sept. 5 at Chicago with party 
leaders from Illinois, Indiana and 
Michigan. Taft lieutenants were 
predominant. One of them, Rep- 
resentative Fred E. Busbey of 
Chicago, rose to say that he was 
100 per cent on the team,” then 
added:

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takes account of facts as they 


You can’t take care of sick 
people just by putting them in 
a building. The building is a 
shell and doesn’t become a hos- 
pital until it is equipped and 
staffed. You can’t make the best 
modern medicine available <‘o 
everybody—as it should be— 
unless there is some way for 
people to pay for it. 

The overriding fact is that many 
phases of modern medical and 
health care are very expensive. 

It’s not like it was a hundred 
years ago. Let me read you this 
little item I found in a magazine 
last week. 


(From rules and regulations of 
the Great Falls (N.H.) Medical 
Association, 1847.) 

The members of this association 
shall charge for their professional 
services the fees in the following 
table. 

For a visit in the village and 
ordinary medicines, 50 cents; 

For a visit in the night, $1; 

For advice in ordinary cases, at 
office, 25 cents; 

For extracting a tooth; 25 cents; 

If more than one tooth is ex- 
tracted for the same patient, at 
one sitting, for each additional 
tooth, 12% cents; 

For obstetrics, single birth, $4; 

For obstetrics, twins, $6; 

For excision of tonsils, $3. 

Things are different now, aren’t 
they? 

Not Fault of Anyone. 


The fact that the best medical 
care costs so much today is not 
anyone’s fault. It is simply be- 
cause we have found how to do so 
much for people who are ill that, 
if we do all of it, it takes a lot of 
time and requires a lot of equip- 
ment and personnel and many ex- 
pensive drugs. 


Nobody is to blame, but these 
costs have to be met somehow if 
we want to reap the blessings of 
medical research in the relief of 
human suffering. 


Our problem is to bring medi- 
cal and health services to people 
at a price they can afford to 
pay. I have invited the co-oper- 
ation of the medical profession 
in solving this problem. But it 
is not a job for the medical 
profession alone. It is a job for 
all of us, 


We are now partially solving 
this problem for many people 
through voluntary medical and 
hospital plans. But for many, 
many more of our citizens the 
problem is not solved. Many 
tenant farmers and low income 
workers and older people do 
not have the money to obtain 
health services to an extent 
even remotely approximating 
their needs. 


Over all the land, there are 
examples such as these. And so 
I say to you, “what shall we do 
about it?” This great free en-, 
terprise system of ours has 
made it possible for more 
Americans to have more things 
—more of the good things of 
life—than any people anywhere 
on earth, Can it now also make 
it possible for every American 
to protect his health? I would 
not call such a goal “socialism.” 
I would call it a goal of enter- 
prise—American enterprise. 

Meeting the health needs of our 
people is one of the most impor- 
tant ways we can make our Amer- 
ican promises come true. It also 
is one of the mainstays of national 
defense. Only the strong can sur- 


vive and only the healthy can be 
strong. 

This is why, last December, I 
appointed a Commission on the 
Health Needs of the nation. I 
asked this group of prominent 
professional leaders and lay. citi- 
zens to survey the situation and 
then make positive recommenda- 
tions for action that would bring 
our people better health. That 
commission now has been hard at 
work for six months. It is gath- 
ering alot of highly important 
facts, It is going to the grass 
roots of our health problems. It 
has been holding regular meet- 
ings throughout the country and 
finding out what the health needs 
of the people are and to what 
extent they are being supplied. 

I have not in any way sought 
to control the work of this com- 
mission. I do not know what it 
will recommend. But I have 
great confidence in its mem- 
bers, and I am sure that the 
report it will file in December 
will help us move forward 
toward the thing we all want— 
better health for everyone. 

Before we can conquer any ob- 
stacle, we must have the will to 
conquer it.

Major of St. Lo 
Victory-After-Death 


By Hal Boyle 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16 (AP). 

F the millions of Ameri- 
0 can combat men in World 

War II, the one most likely 
to win immortality is probably 
the famous young “Major of 
“St. Lo.” 

His name was Thomas D. 
Howie, and hometown friends 
in Abbeville, S.C., dedicated a 
granite marker to him last 
week, Hundreds of his scat- 
tered comrades will wish they 
could be there, too, to pay 
honor to a man who has be- 
come a symbol of valor to the 
American Army. | 


His tale is a strange one. He — 


died in the green hedgerows of 
Normandy in 1944. But after 
the passing of eight years, I 
can recall no other wartime 
event—neither in Europe nor 
Korea—so sad, and yet s0 
eternally inspiring, as _ that 
young major’s bittersweet vic- 
tory-after-death. ) 

Major Howie was a tremen- 
dous soldier, and he must have 
been just as fine a man before 
he put on a uniform. I visited 
his battalion the day St. Lo 
fell, and I recall how his men, 
still mourning his death on the 
eve of the great attack, praised 
him for his kindness and called 
him “the best officer that ever 
lived.” 

It was his concern for the 
welfare of his troops that had 
cost him his life. Before hit- 
ting the ditch during a sudden 
German mortar barrage, he 
paused and turned to see that 
his men were safe—and death 
took him,: standing.

SHORTLY BEFORE he had 
attended a staff conference at 
which he had expressed his de- 
termination to lead his own bat- 
talion first into St. Lo, the bit- 
re bastion of the Nazi defense 
ne, 


His last words on leaving the ... 


conference were a cheery, “see 
you in St. Lo.” That became 


the battlecry of the Twenty- — 


ninth Infantry Division—“See 
you in St. Lo!” And when the 
Commanding General organ- 
ized a tank and doughboy task 
force to smash into the city, he 
remembered Tom’s last wish. 
By the General's order, Tom's 
body, still clad in full combat 


gear, was placed in an ambu- 
lance in the task force column. 

As I remember It, a German 
artillery bombardment cut the 
‘column as it passed a cemetery 
on the outskirts of St. Lo. The 
ambulance was needed to rush 
‘back the wounded.

TOM, LYING on a stretcher, 
was transferred. to a leading 
jeep. The column trundled on. 
It smashed through the - last 
ring of German defenders and 
entered the fallen city, a sea 
of flaming ruins. 

Doughboys quickly lifted the

of sound, and ran _ through 
enemy sniping to a nearby 
shell-torn  chureh. And they. 
placed him atop the rubble of 
the church wall, and. left him 
there, and went back into the 
tribute. 

In death his comrades had

first into St. Lo.” : 
Entering the city the next 

morning with mop-up infantry 


squads, I had my last glimpse ~ 


of Tom—his flag-draped body 
lying in state on an altar of 
rubble. All the troops who 
went through St. Lo that. day, 
and there were many, ‘heard of 
the young major and paid him 
tribute. ~

FIVE YEARS LATER, in 
1949, I revisited St. Lo and the 
rebuilt church before which 
now stands a monument tell- 
ing of Maj. Howie's sacrifice— 
and his’triumph. The French 
people still deck the monument 
with flowers, and remember 
him in prayers. They feel his 
tragic story led many erl- 
cans to contributé funds to help 
St. Lo rise again from its own 
rubble. 

The new marker to his mem- 
ory in Abbeville is a fine home- 
‘town testament that will per- 
petuate to later generations the 
strange saga of Maj. Thomas 
D. Howe’s heroism, selfless 
courage and fidelity to his men, 
who repaid him in the best way 
they could. 

Those who knew Tom, of 
course, need neither marker,

That Word “DETEST”’—To Curse? 


66 ETEST” has only ,one 

[) meaning for us today. It 

is an expression of abhor- 

rence, of abomination. The per- 

son who hesitates to admit hatred 

of anyone will express the hate- 

ful, the odious or abhorrent, as 

“detestable” ‘However, this word 

formerly had a very special mean- 
ing . 

When Thomas Fuller, writing in 
the Seventeenth century, stated 
that a certain heresy “was de- 
tested in the Eastern churches,” 
he used “detest” in the sense of 
its origin A century earlier, an- 
other English clergyman, Bishop 
John Bale, wrote, “God hath de- 
teated them with His own mouth.” 
For explanation, we go to the 
word’s etymology. 

With the literal sense of to 
bear witness against, “detest” 
comes from the Latin consisting 
of the prefix meaning down or 
away from and “testari,” which 
is to be a witness The pre-Chris- 
tian Latin, “detestare” and the 
Anglo-French “deteste,” by way 
of which the word came into mod- 
ern English, included the signifi- 
cance, “to execrate while calling 
the deity to witness.” From this 
came the sense of to curse, as 
“detest” is used in writings of the 
Sixteenth century, and the gen- 
eral idea of to renounce This 
soon shaded into the broader 
meaning of feeling abhorrence or 

a hatred of something, in which 
the word’s once special connota- 
tion has been obscured.

We look for a 
marbling or streaking of fat 
through lean meat that is firm 
and fine grained. The bones 
should be red and the fat around 
the edges should be white. 


It is seldom, however, that we 
can afford a good thick steak 
for broiling. We are uncertain 
of the price we have to pay until 
after it is trimmed and weighed. 
That is one of the advantages of 
the pre-packaged steaks wrapped 
in’ cellophane with weight and 
price plainly marked. The color 
of the neat is usually darker, but 
this. has no effect on flavor and 
tenderness, 


Generally, the meat dealer sees 
that the beef is hung to ripen 
for 15 to 20 days before it is 
wrapped. The wrapper should 

be removed during storage 
in the home refrigerator until 
just before cooking. If the steak 
is comparatively thick, it should 
certainly be broiled. Of course, 
the broiler should be pre-heated 
and the rack is ustially set about 
four inches from the heat. Re- 
member, the door of an electric 
range should be kept slightly ajar— 
during ‘broiling. 


A very thin “minute” steak or 


a cubed steak can be cooked 
quickly under the broiler or in 


a heavy skillet that is slightly 
greased. From one or two min- 
utes for each side should be al- 
lowed. Thin steak is often served 


on toast. In this case, after the 


steak has been removed from 


the pan, a little water may be 


added to the drippings and. the 


mixture 


it. A few onion rings may be 


cooked in the drippings before 


the water is added. 


For a quick meal, nothing is 
more delicious with the steak 
than spinach, Swiss style. The 
recipe for this is one from Wis- . 
consin, promised after my visit 
to the Swiss colony there, 


Creamed Spinach, Swiss Style. 


One pound fresh spinach, or 
one package (14 ounces) frozen 
chopped spinach, two tablespoons 
butter or margarine, one table- 


spoon flour, one cup milk, salt, 
pepper, nutmeg. 


Cook spinach until tender. 
Drain and press through puree 
sieve or strainer. Melt butter 
or margarine. Add flour and 
milk. Blend and stir over low 
heat until sauce thickens. Com- 
bine with spinach and season 
with salt, pepper and nutmeg. A 
tablespoon of finely minced onion 
may be cooked lightly in. the 
butter or margarine before the 
flour is added, if desired. Yield: 
Six servings.

IN ADDITION to what he was 
doing for the Washington home, 
in October, 1949, Mr. Phillips 
was informed by a member of 
Congress that the birthplace of 
George Washington Carver at 
Diamond, Mo., could be taken 
over by the National Parks Com- 
mission if a debt of $85,000 could 
be paid off. 

So, having. undertaken this 
second responsibility, he went to 
Washington. There he succeeded 
in persuading representatives and 
senators to pass a bill appropriat- 
ing not merely $85,000 but $150,- 
000.

There is, however, one too- 
prevalent practice that cannot be 
“handled” by any partnership, 
and that is the practice of pass- 
ing hands which measure up to 
every logical standard of open- 
ing bids. :

West opened the heart ace, and 
South easily made five-odd. But 
the cold slam at no-trump had 
been missed. 

The full import of North’s- +i- 
diculous first - round pass is 
brought to light by a variety’ of 
factors. First, East got away 
with a vulnerable psychic. Sec- 
ond, South, who could not dream 
that he would find such strength 
opposite him, was led into -the 
error of attempting strategy over 
one heart instead of using an or- 
thodox takeout double. Not sure 
as to “whose hand it was,” his 
side’s or the opponents’s, South 
felt that his best course was ‘to 
underbid on the first round. Hé 
felt that the auction would not 
stop abruptly at two diamonds, 
and that he could come in with 
a strength-showing spade bid. 

The third tactor which reveals 
North’s original pass in its true 
light was North’s own failure to 
straighten out the situation when 
South bid four spades over the 
three no-trump. Here was the 
ironical part: South, who had 
played with North before, made 
a shrewd guess that it had been 
North’s pass, not his three-no- 
trump jump, which was out-of 
order, and gave North another 
chance with the four-level spade 
bid, but North couldn’t estimate 
the trick-winning power of the 
combined hands, and therefore 
passed again. 

In case the foregoing may be 
rather complicated for the aver- 
age player, let us simply boil it 
down as follows: When a player 
passes a hand constituting a sound 
bid, he can never re-establish a 
perfect understanding with part- 
ner. Either the partner or the 
passer himself is going to flown 
der around thereafter. :
